I stand now where I have always .stood 


since I have been a member of this 
House. I take the liberty of quoting, 
from thu Congressional Globe of 1800, 
the following remarks which I then made 
on the subject of. the tariff: 
" We have seen that the extreme school 


of economists would place the price of 
all manufactured articles iu the hands of 
foreign producers by rendering it impos- 
sible for our manufacturers to compete 
•with them; 
while the other extreme 


school, by making it impossible for the 
foreigner to sell his competing wares in 
our market, would give the people no im- 
mediate check upon tho prices which our 
manufacturers might fix for their prod- 
ucts, i disagree with both these ex- 
tremes. 
I hold that a properly adjusted 


competition between homo und foreign 
products is 
the 
best 
gauge 
by 


which 
to 
regulate 
international 


trade. 
Duties 
should be so high 


that our manufacturers can fairly com- 
pete with the foreign product, but not so 
high as to enable them to drive out the 
foreign article, enjoy a monopoly of the 
trade, and regulate the price as they 
please. This is my doctrine of protec- 
tion. 
1C Congress pursues this line of 


policy steadily, wo shall, year by year, 
approach more nearly to the basis of free 
traclo, because we shall bo more ab!e to 
compete with other nations on equal 
terms. 
I am for a protection which 


h't'.ds to ultimate free trade. I am for 
tv f i-ee trade which can only be achieved 
through n reasonable protection." 


Mr. Chairman, examining thus the pos- 


sibilities of the situation, I believe that 
the true course for the friends of protec- 
tion to pursue is to reduce the rates on 
imports wherever we can justly and safe-

PAKIS.—The plaster may bo made to 
"set" very quickly by mixing it in warm 
water, to which a little sulphate of pot- 
ash has been added. 
l?lastcr-of-Paris 


casts, soaked in melted paraffine, may 
bo readily cut or turned in a lathe. 
They may be rendered very hard and 
tough by soaking them in warm glue- 
size until thoroughly saturated, and al- 
lowing them to tlry. 
Plaster-of-Paris 


mixed with equal parts of powdered 
pumice-stone makes a fine mold for 
casting fusible metals; the same mix- 
ture is useful for incasing articles to be 
soldered or brazed. Casts of plaster* 
of-Paris may bo made to imitate fino 
bronzes by giving them two or three 
coats of shellac varnish, and when dry 
applying a coat of mastic varnish, and 
dusting on fine bronze powder when the 
mastic varnish becomes sticky. Rat- 
holes may be effectually stopped with 
broken glass and plaster-of-Paris. The 
best method of mixing plaster-of-Paris 
is to sprinkle it into the water, using 
rather more water than is required for 
the batter; when tho plaster settles, 
pour off the surplus water and stir care- 
fully. Air bubbles are avoided in this 
way.—Boston Journal of Chemistry. 


FUNGI IN MAN.—The human ear is 


sometimes attacked by a disease which 
shows itself in the form of a running 
sore; in many cases the tympanum is 
destroyed and hearing lost before the 
nature of the malady is discovered. The 
disease is due to the growth of a micro- 
scopic plant or fungus of the Aspcrgillus 
family. It especially thrives when, from 
any cause, the secretion of wax in tho 
ear is stopped or hindered. The micro- 
scope is a valuable assistant in the dis- 
covery of this fungus. Consumption, 
the most disastrous malady that afflicts 
humanity, is now said to be caused by a 
yeast plant that nourishes in the blood. 
The presence of this fungus in the blood 
is readily shown by the microscope, and 
now forms the subject of careful study 
among physicians. 
Dr. Ephraim Cut- 


ter, M. D., of Boston, Mass., has devot- 
ed much labor to this subject, and, we 
understand, has recently produced mi- 
cro-photographs of the fungus with 
Tolles's remarkable 1-75 objective. Wo 
believe that Dr. James H. Salisbury ot 
Cleveland, Ohio, was among the earliest 
to detect and describe this curious yeast 
plant of tho blood.—Scientific American, 


A NEW loom has recently been brought 


out in England, which has excited much 
interest among the manufacturers of 
textile fabrics. It is a loom for knit- 
ting, on what is claimed to be an entire- 
ly new principle. 
The yarn, which is 


drawn direct from 432 cops, is arranged 
over the width required like a warp for 
the ordinary power-loom, and by a sim- 
ple contrivance the whole of the threads 
arc shifted to such an angle that the 
needles are enabled to catch each thread 
at the same instant, thus knitting the 
entire width at the same revolution. 
The loom occupies less space, and re- 
quires less than half the power necessa- 
ry for the power-loom now in use. It 
makes from 12 to 15 inches of closely 
knitted fabric in one minute. 
In two 


hours and twenty minutes, including 
stoppages, 48 1-2 yards, 72 inches wide" 
can be produced. The fabric produced 
has been pronounced by competent 
judges to be superior in strength and 
durability to the ordinary woven cloth. 
Each stitch or loop being locked, the 
cloth will not unravel. A variety of 
designs has been produced. 
Any mix- 


ture and variety of coloring can bo in- 
troduced, and the selvages are perfect, 
and may be fancy or plain, as required. 
The loom has also been tested with 
tender yarns, and found to work satis- 
factorily. 


PURIFICATION OF SMOKE.—An inven- 


tion has been brought forward in En°-- 
land, which is described as removir?°- 
one of the chief nuisances of manufac- 
turing towns—that is, it washes the 
dense black smoke of the tall chimneys, 
making it so white that it does not soil a 
pocket-hankerchief, and obviates the 
necessity for chimneys higher than those 
of ordinary houses. 
Pollution of the 


atmosphere by injurious gases will, it is 
claimed, be prevented, 
disagreeable 


odors will bo destroyed, and the mi- 
sightliness of the black and ubiquitous 
smoke will be removed. According to 
this plan.the dense and gas-laden smoke, 
after it leaves the furnace and before it 
enters the chimney, is made to pass 
through a flue, and over a tank of water 
holding soda ash in solution. Paddle- 
wheels, with fans just touching the wa- 
ter, arc suspended over the tank, the 
number varying with the size of the 
establishment. 
Set in rapid motion, 


these wheels dash the water up in a fine 
spray, which washes the smoke hasten- 
ing on its way to the chimney. Succes- 
sive screens of lath, down which the 
water trickles as it returns to the tank, 
afford additional facilities for the deten- 
tion of the impurities in the smoke. The 
revolution of the paddle-wheels in the 
direction in which the smoke is movin<*, 
increases the draft, and insures more 
uniform heat in tho furnace. It is stated 
that, so pure has the smoke been made

When the butter comes 
in granules, enough cold water or brine 
should be put in to reduce the mass to 
about 55 degrees, when, after a little 
slow churning the granules will become 
hard and distinct, and the butter be in 
condition for washing out all the butter- 
milk. The salt should then be worked 
in with as little labor as possible, and 
after standing awhile it will be ready to 
pack.
